1. The purpose of the meeting was to give A/l last minute instructions before hie departure 
fat* to FROB* The following paragraphs contain types discussed t 

a* Correspondence i A/l need not stop correspondence with his foreign contacts when h« 
goes to Germany* However, he must continue to have his case officer f 
to control and check on his correspondence. These letters, which hav&ope rational 
significance he must translate into english and show it to his FROB case officer as 
well as the orieinals. These correspondents include AECOB/lo's mother, £3 33 

r 3 C __3 and Z7 mother. He was told that all specific instructions 

as to operative use of these letters will come from his case officer in Frankfurt* 

A/l will write to hie correspondents when he gets a return address in Germany. Prior 
to that time he will submit to the Post Office a change of address for hia ( not 
hie wife's ) mail to post Office Box 1551 » Main Post Office, Washington, DC. ( This 
ie an Security Office P. 0. Box ). His wife’s mail is to be forwarded to their 
addrens in Lancaster, Pa. 

b. C ^reminded k/l that he was now in a status of that of a Contract Employee. This 

status provides additional benefits. Harry will discuss these points tomorrow, at 
which time A/l will see and will have to sign his new cotract. However, hi* la still 
a temporary arrangement. to A/l the definition of a Contract Employee as 

taken from the regulations! ** Contract Employees are temporary personnel who axe 
employed by contract for a specific period k , usually two years to aset short 
time needs. n Although they are not permanent employees they oust * play good ball" 
and perform «ti« satisfactory im order to be maintained as Contract Employee. 

c. £ ^Informed and instructed A/l to keep a close tab on all the activities that he 
is involved in, such as letter intercepts, legal traveler leads ( how many obtained 
processed ete. ), because this data will be necessary for a review apr. a year fro r 
now when the project comes up for renewal. 

* d. .A/l was given Hia ship ticket, cover orders and other travel documents and he was 
instructed by£ 31 -hat hia US A^mv cover in Germany ie oover only, and that he 
not to expect all the pri^regfc&anE benefits that Army civilians get.
